PLANTING SUGGESTIONS 


As a general guide to planting B&B plants we suggest that you: 
Dig hole wide and deep enough to easily admit the earth ball. 


2. Set the top of ball 2 inches below the surface of surrounding soil. 
Tamp in firmly without removing burlap. 


3. Cut burlap open at top. Complete filling in soil. Water twice weekly 


very thoroughly. 


4. Use Peat Moss liberally in the hole and as a top mulch.
